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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claims 1 and 10 have been amended to recite that the "end part has been accommodated" in the socket; 
however, the originally filed disclosure recited that the "end part is in the socl<et". This raises new issues and would require further 
consideration. It is also considered as new matter. 



Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Owens, Glidden and 
Shatto do not teach "adjustable alignment means". The examiner disagrees. Owens, Glidden and Shatto all teach adjustable alignment 
means (56.50,46; 62,63,56; 151,152,153). When allgment means (56,50,46; 62,63,56; 151,152.153) push against the guide surface of 
the socket, the guide surface pushes back thus guiding the structure into the socket. Applicant's argument that the aligment means is 
caused to act on the internal guiding surface after insertion of the structure into the socket is far more limiting than the claimed subject 
matter. With regards to Shatto, applicant argues that the alignment occurs before the structure enters the socket. The examiner 
disagrees. The socket is considered as members (154,155,156). Applicant's arguement with regards to "positive" adjustment as 
opposed to "passive" adjustment is far more limiting than the claimed subject matter. With regards to the "removable alignment means", 
it should be noted that all the "alignment means" are capable of being removed, thus meeting said recited limitation.. 
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
